City of East Jordan looking at budget cuts 


Water rates and the status of the 
police department are two issues sure 
to be the subject of heated debate in 
the coming weeks as the East Jordan 
city commission considers the pro- 
posed 2002-03 city budget, presented 
last week by city administrator David 
White. 

In the proposed budget, which was 
the subject of some preliminary dis- 
cussion at last week’s regular com- 
mission meeting, water rates pro- 
posed reflect a 50 percent hike, while 
in the police fund the layoff of one 
officer is recommended. The budget, 
said White, is “very conservative.” 
As he notes in his written budget 


message, “the loss of state shared rev- . 


enue and the increased costs of vari- 
ous items to the City make this a very 
austere budget.” 

Commissioner Tim Hoffman, cit- 


ing numerous public comments he's 
received, voiced strong opposition to 
cutting a police officer from the force. 
“Are we growing?” Hoffman said. 
“What is this ielling people cotming 
here and opening businesses. If it 
were up to me, there would be two 
police officers in the car all the time.” 

In his written message, White said 


of the proposed cut, “The lay-off of 


any personnel is always a very hard 
decision to make, the Police Depart- 
ment is the largest budget in the Gen- 
eral Fund and thus will be affected 
the greatest. The action of layoff is 
always a hard decision and has not 
been taken without much thought and 
review.” 

At the meeting, police chief Jerry 
Alward pointed out that the depart- 
ment hired its last officer in 1998. 
Since then, complaints have increased 


from 2,672 in 1999 to 3,203 in 2001. 
“If anything, | was hoping to get some 
part time help.” Alward said. “We're 
doing nothing but getting busier.” 

Te keep the position would mican 
adding $47,000 to the budget for sal- 
ary and benefits, which, White indi- 
cated, would mean cutting that money 
from somewhere else. in the budget. 
But, said White, “there’s always a 
way to find funding if it’s a priority 
of the commission.” Other commis- 
sioners gave no opinion on the mat- 
ter, noting only that they needed more 
time to review the budget before giv- 
ing such a directive. 

In the Water Fund, an increase of 
$1.74 per cubic foot is recommended, 
a 54 percent hike and much more, 
pointed out commissioner Shane Wil- 
liams, than the 17 percent increase 
recommended by the MDEQ auditor 


Group wants to restore 
Advance power plant site 


Though a grassroots committee has been working on a 
proposition to reclaim the Wolverine Power Plant prop- 
erty in Advance for public use for more than a year, the 
effort has, in recent weeks, picked up in urgency. 

According to Eveline Township resident and treasurer 
Deb Jason, one of the community meinbers spéarhead- 

__ ing the effort, the time for action is now. _ 

Recently the committee, tentatively dubbed the Com- 
“mittee to Restore the Wolverine Power Plant Property, 
submitted a letter of intent to Wolverine Power, based in 
Cadillac, receiving a less than encouraging response. 
According to the letter, the non-profit, privately owned 
electric cooperative is not interested in participating in 
the development of the property, nor does it desire to make 
a partial donation, being a tax-exempt entity, ~~ 


-The company, Jason said, is taking bids for the prop- 
erty, which has been vacant since the closing of the plant 
in 1997, through the end of March. 

Time, then, is of the essence. 

Though money is the bottom line, to the tune of any- 
where between $6 million and $7 million, cash had noth- 
ing to do with the inspiration behind the effort to acquire 
the property to begin with. 

“Why I started was that there seemed to be a lot of in- 
terest in protecting the land,” Jason said. “The more people 
I talked to, the more said “That’s a great ae you should 
do something about it.’” 

So, with the help of a few extra committed hands, she

Status of Boyne City 
Schools superintendent 
search uncertain 


Though the Boyne City Board of Education has asked interim su- 
perintendent Jim Cooper to stay on for at least one more year, the deci- 
sion, as it turns out, is in the hands of the state attorney general. 

After a very positive review, and based on feedback from both com- 
munity and staff, board president Ed Vondra said that the board hoped 
to keep Cooper on board for the 2002-03 school year. “There was an 
overall feeling of great confidence [in Cooper’s ability to attend to] 
day-to-day operations,” Vondra said of the board’s evaluation of Coo- 
per, at a recent school board meeting. Areas of hpoventlal improvement 
identified are “minimal in number and scope.” 

The offer, though welcomed by Cooper, has not found such a warm 
reception from.the state retirement board.. As a retired superintendent 
from the Harbor Springs district, Cooper is allowed by Jaw to return to 
working as a superintendent without affecting his retirement, per leg- 
islation passed last July with the blessing of the Michigan Department 
of Education. The state retirment board, however, is not as agreeable; 
though the request had already been approved by state superintendent 
Tom Watkjns, the body has asked the state attorney general to review 
the matter. Until a decision has been handed down, the Boyne City 
School District continues to be without a superintendent for the com- 


Which, of course, leaves the school board in a tough spot. March is 
historically the ideal month to search for a superintendent, which means 

. that if a search is to be faunched it will have to be launched fairly 
quickly. For now, though, according to Vondra, it’s a waiting game, 
and the board is still hopeful about the potential outcome.. The hope is 
that a decision will be made prior to the board’s upcoming March meet- 
ing, stilla couple of weeks away. If not, the board will be faced with 
some tough decisions. Still, Vondra said, that possibility has not yet 
been addressed; the board will likely-discuss the next step at its up-

Other budget highlights include: 

Anticipated expenditures from the 
General Fund total $1,793.935, with 
anticipated ievenues of G1 +90,840, 
pulling an additionat $303,695 from 
the Funds on Hand to cover costs. 
This leaves the General Fund balance 
at $365,760, down from $668,855. 
The total, though down from last year, 
still comprises an acceptable 16 per- 
cent fund balance, according to 
White. 

A decrease in the Constitutional/ 
Statutory State Tax trom $330,216 to 
$289,000, estimated as.the governor 
is taking money away from cities to 
balance the state budget. 

An expected revenue of $114,000 
from MDOT for a new bike path on

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With one piece of donated property and a family anx- 
iously awaiting their new home, Habitat for Humanity 
will begin construction this spring in Boyne City. Its 
hope, however, is not to complete just the one home, 
but to give two Boyne City families new roofs over their 
heads. 

To that end, the organization is putting out a call for 
Jand donations in Boyne City. 

While Habitat for Humanity in the past has purchased 
“affordable” property for its projects, rising land costs 
in the area, particularly in Boyne City, have made it 
nearly impossible for the group to find a lot to purchase. 
Land donation, then, is the group's most viable option 
to get that second home built. 

The first piece of property, a lot on State Street do- 
nated by Lucille McKown, will be the location of a home 
for local resident Sherry VanAtta and her children. A 
second family has not yet been selected, but with the 
organization always processing applications, an eligible 
family shouldn't be too hard to find. 

According to Habitat for Humanity’s Mary Margaret 
Hornbaker, land donations are a tax write-off for the 
giver, making the optton an attractive one for a current 
land-owner. In an example offered by site selection com- 
mittee head Melissa Marchand, for a land-owner who’s 
owned a piece of property long-term, and who may have 
paid very little for it to begin with, selling the property 
could mean profit consumed by capital gains tax. By 
donating the property, the tax benefit could potentially 
be more beneficial than the sale, as real estate is often 
treated in the same manner as a gift of stock. If the

With groundbreaking of the planned Habitat house 
slated for early spring, the push is on to secure an- 
other Boyne City location, and secure it fast. While 
the organization currently has two available lots in 
Alanson, in the interest of conserving labor and re- 
sources, Hornbaker said the organization would ide- 
ally like to complete two houses in the same area. 

The Northwest Michigan Habitat for Humanity was 
incorporated in 1991, and has since built eight houses, 
including two in East Jordan and one each in Boyne 
City, Charlevoix, Petoskey, Harbor Springs, and 
Alanson. 

Anon-profit organization, the Northwest Michigan 
Habitat for Humanity is recognized by Habitat Inter- 
national as its local affiliate for Charlevoix and Emmet 
counties. The organization has established as its over- 
all objective, the building of modest single-family 
homes for deserving families in need in the two-county 
area. 

Families are chosen to be homeowners on the basis 
of three criteria, including need, a demonstrated abil- 
ity to assume the financial responsibilities of home 
ownership, and an understanding and acceptance of 
the concept of partnership that underlies the Habitat 
ministry. 

Habitat is not, stresses board member Ken Visser, a 
giveaway, but instead a joint venture between Habitat

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Local Be-4 
programs receive 
national 
accreditation 


Two early childhood programs 
within Charlevoix-Emmet Intermedi- 
ate School District were recently 
granted accreditation by the National 
Association for the Education of 
Young Children (NAEYC). This pres- 
tigious recognition is only achieved 
by approximately seven percent of 
early childhood programs nationwide. 

Programs receiving the prominent 
honor include: 

* Be-4 Center East Jordan Program, 
located in East Jordan Elementary 
School. 

* Be-4 Center Boyne City/Boyne 
Falls Program, located at Boyne City 
Elementary School. 

These programs now proudly dis- 
play the NAEYC torch — the sign of 
the NAEYC accreditation. Parents 
who look for the torch when choos- 
ing childcare or early education pro- 
grams for their children will find pro- 
grams which have made a commit- 
ment to excellence for young childsen 
and families. 

The Be-4 Center programs in East 
Jordan and Boyne City are operated 
by the Early Education Department 
with Char-Em ISD. Each classroom 
serves 18 preschool children from the 
local school districts of Boyne ‘City, 
Boyne Falls and East Jordan. The 
teacher at both sites is Nancy Decker 
and assistant is Kelly Kline. 

NAEYC accreditation is a rigorous, 
voluntary process by which early 
childhood programs demonstrate that 
they meet national standards of ex- 
cellence. Child care centers, pre- 
schools, kindergartens, and before 
and after school programs are eligible 
to seek NAEYC accreditation. Ap- 
proximately 15,000 programs are en- 
gaged in seeking accreditation. 

Programs seeking accreditation 
undergo an intensive self-study, col- 
lecting information from parents, 


teachers, administrators and class- 
room observations. They receive.an 
on-site visit, conducted by early child- 
hood professionals especially trained 
by NAEYC, to validate their self- 
study results. A team of national ex- 
perts who grant or defer accreditation 
independently reviews all of this in- 
formation. When awarded, accredita- 
tion is valid for three years. 

Technical assistance and funding 
for the accreditation process was pro- 
vided through the Charlevoix-Emmet 
Intermediate School District CHILD 
Project, due to a grant from the Frey 
Foundation. CHILD stands for Com- 
munities Helping In a Child’s Learn- 
ing and Development. 

NAEYC accreditation began in 
1985, with the first program accred- 
ited in 1986. NAEYC is the nation’s 
oldest and largest organization of 
early childhood professionals dedi- 
cated to improvement of quality early 
childhood education. NAEYC estab- 
lished accreditation in response to the 
growing number of American chil- 
dren spending large amounts of time 
in group settings away from home.
